Starter Richard Dwyer has returned 


to Oakland and officiated yesterday. 
His work throughout the aftern'oon was 
highly satisfactory w.ith the exception 
of the last race when Stuyve swerved 
and cut off nearly every other starter 
but Kitty Ke.Iey. A howl went up from 
the club and the starter was hooted but 
it was not wholly his Jault. Dwyer and 
Holtman are officiating' at Los Angeles' 
and Emeryville, and, by agreement, 
change every month. 


The flrst event-to attract any interest 


was the second race, a three and a half 
furlong dash for twc-year-olds, and M. 
A. Powell was the opening favorite at 
5 to 2. and there was but little change 
in his price, closing at 12 to 5. Meada 
opened at 4 to 1 and was backed down 
to equal favoritism with Powell, clos- 
ing, at 5 to 2. In the betting Salable 
was almost entirely overlooked and his 
price ranged from 15 to 20, some books 
'laying as high as 30 against his-chanc- 
es. There were a few who put their 
money on Salable to place and show at 
S and 4 to 1. Salable was the first to 
break and was never headed, winning 
by fully five lengths.

Probably Hie besta race of the day 


from the spectator's point of view was 
the fifth when the decision went to 
Judge by a portion of a nose over The 
Mighty. 
It was a sensational finish

The 
Judge instructed th« Jury that as the 
transaction, took place, prior to Dietrich 
idling, the oath aa Senator, no criminal 
offense had been committed and hence 
a verdict of not guilty 
should be 


brought In. Senator Dietrich made no 
effort to disprove the allegations of the 
indictment nor did he permit a decis- 
ion s* to whether his acts were crtm- 
inal or innocent. He raised the tech- 
nical objection that he could rot be 
prosecuted for taking the money be- 
cause he had not bean sworn In when 
he took It. 


Neither had Driggs, but Drlg-gs met 


the Issue squarely. He admitted every 
fact In the transaction: indeed went on 
the stand and told all about it. 
The 


Judge, while acquitting htm of moral 
turpitude, declared his act constituted 
a technical 
offense under the law. 


Either the Judge who presided >tt the 
trial of Dietrich erred In construing: 
the law or the one who tried Drigg« 
wa* wrong. 
Between clashing con- 


structions of the law, a~ morally Inno- 
cent man has been found guilty of a 
felony when a morally guilty man hiis 
been acquitted. By making- no attempt 
to refute the charge framed In tlie In- 
dictment, Dietrich practically confessed 
that he sold his Influence as a Senator 
for a price. The transaction was In 
itself a corrupt one. The transaction 
for which Driggs suffered conviction 
was Innocert In character. 


There appears to be nothing wrong 


with the law, even under the harsher 
construction 
given it In the Driggs 


case. 
It was en%eted In wisdom and 


serves a wholesome purpose. But the 
situation brought about by the trial 
of these -two cases suggests that the 
Judges ought to get together. Driggs 
will appeal, but If his sentence be af- 
firmed Dietrich is safe because he has 
been once In jeopardy and acquitted. 
The ministers of Justice sometimes get 
things in a queer muddle, but they 
never fall to rebuke the presumptions 
layman who dares to question their 
Infallibility. 
Nevertheless If Judges 


cannot agree among themselves how 
em they expect other people to always 
agree with them. It is clearly Impossi- 
ble to accept both the Nebraska an d the 
New York version* as the true con- 
struction of the law.

DECLARES MILK 


TO BE IMPUBE. 


BERKELEY, Jan. 12.—A fearful 


picture of filth was pictured by Health 
Officer Frank Howard Payne at the 
regular meeting of the Town Board 
of Trustees last night when he de- 
scribed a number of the dairies of the 
city and declared that recent cases of 
typhoid fever had been traced to the 
milk supplied by at least two of them. 


In his address to the Board 
Dr. 


Payne averred that In many instances 
the 
cows of certain dairies are al- 


lowed to walk about in filth 
that 


reached to tlieir knees. 
He further 


stated that the well water used by 
some milk ranches not only for the 
cattle but to evert;-water the milk was 
impure. 
The Health Officer urged 


that all dairies, or even persons keep- 
ing one or two cows, he compelled to 
procure licenses which will be issued 
after the premises where the cows are 
confined 
are 
thoroughly inspected 


and 
passed 
upon. 
Town Attorney 


Hayne was instructed to amend the 
license ordinance to this effect.

nnlmals, it Is unsafe to have such milk 
celivered to patrons.

previous communication. In the thorough 
inspection of dairies made bv Dr. Archi- 
bald, the Veterinarian Surgeon of Oak- 
land, and myself we found not more than 
four ci~ five good clean, sanitary dairies in 
town.
